REGULATIONS FOR THE PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 
OF CANDIDATES FOR APPOINTMENT TO THE 
INDIAN RAILWAY SERVICE OF MECHANICAL 
ENGINEERS 


[These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in older to enable them to ascertain the pro¬ 
bability of their coming up to required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations can¬ 
not be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, 
while holding that a candidate Is not fit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations it would be permissible 


[Part I—Sec. 1 

for a Medical Board to recommend to the Government of 
India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may 
be admitted to service without disadvantage to OovemmenL 


It should, however, be clearly understood that the Govern¬ 
ment of India reserve to themselves absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the rcpoit of 
the Medical Board]. 


1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to intcrfcie with the efficient perform¬ 
ance of the duties of his appointment. 


2. (a) In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race, it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever cor¬ 
relation figures arc considered most suitable as a guide in 
the examination of the candidates. If there be any dispro¬ 
portion with regard to height, weight and chest girth the 
candidate should be-hospitalised for investigation and X-Ray 
of the chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or 
not fit by the Board. 


(b) However, the minimum standards for height and chest 
girth without which candidates cannot be accepted, are as 
folowa :

The minimum height prescribed is relaxable in case o^ 
candidates belonging to Scheduled Tribes and to races such 
as Oorkhas, Garhwalis, Assamese, Nagaland Tribals, etc.

the measurements, fractions of less than \ centi¬ 
metre should not be noted. 


N.B .—The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measuied twice before coming to a final decision. 


3. TTje candidate will also be weighed and his weight re¬ 
corded in kilograms, fraction of half a kilogram should not 
be noted. 


6. The candidate’s eye sight will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules The result of each test will be 
recorded. 


(1) General .—The candidate's eyes wiU be submitted to 
a general examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eye lids or contiguous structures 
of such a sort as to render or are likely at a future 
date to render him unlit for service. 


(il) Visual Aculiy .—The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one for 
distant, the other for near vision. Each eye wUl be 
examined separately. 


There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye 
vision but the naked eye vision of the candidates 
shall, however, be recorded by the Medical Board 
or other medical authority in every case, as it will 
furnish the basic information in regard to the con¬ 
dition of the eye. 


The candidate will be examined with the apparatus and 
according to the method prescribed by the Railway Board’s 
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Stand ng Advisory Committee ol Medical OfBceis, lo deter¬ 
mine his acuity of vision. 


N.B .—No candidate will be accepted for appointment

Conditiom of Apprtntiashlp for Special Claxn 
Apprentlcei Stkcie^ through tkg Examtnailon 


T^e ternu aud conditions of Apprenticeship wilt be M 
set out in the form of Agteement prescribed in the Indian 
RailwBT E«U^hUshlnent MHniml, brief parlicutari of which 
«i« Biven below :— 


1. A candidate oSered appointment as a Special Class 
Railway Eesabllihmcnt Manual, brief puticulars of which, 
in prescribed form binJins himself and one surety jointly and 
severally, to refund, in the event of his falling to complete 
training as a Special Class RaQway Apprentice or to accept 
the service as an offleer on probation in the Indian Railway 
Service of Mechanical Engineers, tf offered to him to the 
satisfaction of the Government, any moneys paid to him 
and any other moneys expended by Government on him, 
the Government being the exchiiive judge of the quantum 
of such expense. 


The apprentices will bo liable to undergo practical and 
theoretical training for 4 years In the flrat instance under 
an indenture binding them, to serve on the Indian Railways 
on the completion of their training, if their services are 
required. The continuance of apprenticeship from year to 
year will depend on satisfactory reports being received from 
tbe Suthorities under whom the apprentices may be work¬ 
ing. if at any time during his apprenticeship, any sp- 
prentlca does not satisfy the superior authorities that he is 
making good progress, he will be liable to be dischnrgcd 
from, the apprenticeship. 


NoTfi:—The Government of India may at their dia- 
cretion niter or modify the periods and courses of training. 


2. The practical and theoretical training referred to above 
will be given In a railway workshop for four years of their 
appienticcahip. Special Class Apprentices must pass within 
this period either Farts 1 and 2 of the council of Engineer¬ 
ing Institutions Examination (London) or Section ‘A’ and 
‘B’ of the Associate Membership of Institution of Engineers

3. Before the completion of 4th year of training referred 
to in paragraph 2 above, the apprentices will be Mated in 
order of merit on the results of the examination held and 
the reports on tbe apprentices received during the period of 
appicntlccihlp. Successful apprentices will be appointed 
on piobation for 3 years in the Indian Railway Semco of 
Mechanical Engine eis. 


Note ;—An apprentice will be considered to have obtain¬ 
ed the qualifying standard if he obtains a minimum of 
50 per cent marks in the aggregate in all the examinations 
held during the six Semester Examination of his training 
including the marks of the reports of the Principal, Indian 
Railways Institute of Mechanical and Electrical Engineers, 
lamalpur and of the Deputy Chief Mechanical Engineer, 
provided that in each of the six Semester Examinations he 
has obtained a minimum of 45 per cent marks in the 
aggregate and a minimum of 40 per cent marks in any one 
subject. 


4. Unsuccessful apprentices will be discharged from their 
apprenticeship, one month’s notice of discharge being given 
along with the Intimation that the apprentice hai been un¬ 
successful.
